It will contain the large 
desk and chair used by Mr. 
Moody, the organ used by Mr. 
Sankey, and copies cf the many 
books and literature of Mr. Moody 
as well as many of his gifta re- 
ceived during his evangelistic 
campaigns, both at home and 
abroad. There will be shown his 
Bible, many of’ his private papers 
and letters, and photographs, by 
the score of himself and his fam- 
ya 

The dedication of the ‘Me- 
morial” took place last Friday af- 
,ternoon at three o'clock, in charge 
of President William E. Park of 
the Northfield Schools.

INFLATION 

Inflation iy cau-ed when public 
purchasing power goes up at a 
time when the supply of goods 
available for public consumption 
goes down, That rule is almost 
universally agreed to by econom- 
And, judged by it, the Fed- 
eral government itself is one of 
the most inflationary influences 
in the nation. The billions the 
government spends for non-war 
purposes helps to create an arti 
ficially inflated purchasing power 
which competes for a restricted 
and dwindling aupply of goods. 

That is one of the most com- 
pelling reasons for maximum re- 
trenchment in Federal non-war 
spending. Business and _ individ- 
uals must tighten their belts in 
urder to pay for war and prevent 
inflation. The government, which 
is the greatest spender of all, 
must do likewise. The House re- 
cently took a courageous step in 
the right direction when it dras- 
tically pruned six major appropri- 
ation bills. That policy must be 
continued and intensitied it ¢lis- 
astrous econcmic consequences 
are to be avoided.
